U nder the heading, “What arc Fthics Worth?" the April 
number of “The Rotarian carries a very thought-provoking edi­ 
torial. 
So far as we know, says the notarial!, nobody has .vet at­ 
tempted to e x p r e s s the answer in figures. 
In fact a satisfactory 
answer could not be secured in that way, however— 
lf public opinion were always ethical, we could save a fair 
amount of legislation. 
There are upwards of two million laws, 
for example, on the statute books of the various commonwealths 
of the United States, and something like 100.000 a year are lie* 
ing added. Now, law is but the precipitate of public opinion, and 
if we could substitute ethics for law we could render much legis­ 
lation unnecessary with consequent saving to the public purse. 
Again, if public opinion were ethical, we could prevent a good 
deal of litigation. 
Suits in civil court are often expensive out of 
all proportion in satisfaction secured by either party. 
Many of 
them could be avoided if public sentiment were so inclined. 
Then, if ethics ruled, the world would be saved a consider­ 
able amount by the decrease of crime, particularly in forms where 
fraud and violence are responsible. Our total bill for such mat­ 
ters is not a light one. 
Also, an ethical public opinion would mean less wars, and a 
consequent saving of millions of lives; billions in money; and tile 
penalizing of posterity for the faults of its ancestors. 
This list might be continued indefinitely, and we have no 
imagination sufficient to grasp the results.
